Washington. Oct. It.—A meeting of 
Imporiant shipping interests of the 
country Is to be held In Cincinnati to¬ 
morrow night to consider the prospec¬ 
tive action of the railways in the east¬ 
ern part of the country In Increasing 
freight rales in the territory east of the 
Mississippi River. No determination 
has been, reached as yet by the rail¬ 
roads to Increase the rates, but tho 
question la under advisement, and the 
advance will be mode, probably In the 
nc'or future, If the conditions In tho 
judgment of railway ofUclaJa. justify 
It. 

Apprehending that such an advance 
Is likely, many organizations of ship¬ 
pers throughout tho Middle Western 
country have joined in a call for the 
meeting at Cincinnati. In addition 
Ihey have prepared a letter which was 
addressed to W. i'. Brown, president 
of the New York Central lines; Oscar 
O. Murray, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and James McCrea, president 
of the Peruvsylvania railroad, setting 
fortli tho reasoma as they view them, 
for not making an advance In tho 
freight rates. 

In this letter the shippers maintain, 
on a basis of hguros furnished by tbo 
railroads tbemseives. uiulvr oatu. to 
the interstate Commerce Commission: 

That the net Income per mile of road 
of the railroads In the United States 
for 1»07 exceeded that for 1897 by 
11,534. an increase of 345 per cent. 

That the net income of all the rail¬ 
roads In the United Htates for 1307 wras 
$443,461,188. and for 1897. $81,257,506. 
an incrtase of 458 per Cent. 

That the surplus from operations 
of all the railroads in the United States 
for 1907 exceeded the net Income for 
1897 by $60,065,715; and. 

That the amount of railrcuid stock 
paying dividends increased from $1,603.- 
549,!Gs In 1807 to $4,948,756,203 In 1907. 
an Increa.se of $3,345,200,235. The rnte 
of dividend on stock Increased from 
5.43 per cent. In 1S97 to 6.23 per cent. 
In 1907. an Increase of 14.7 per cent.

"Challenge that man Gibson to di¬ 
vulge the names of those two W4»men 
who he Hays raised 130.000 to secure 
Gen. Morgan’s release, and I’ll wagrr 
he will remain In the background," de¬ 
clared Qen. Duke, when approached and 
asked to expH'HS an opint.m on the I'o- 
ledu stor>*. "I do not t«ck«' any stock 
In the stuff." he continued, "for 1 am 
in a jvosltlon to know thst It la not 
true. 1 was In prison with Oen. • Mor¬ 
gan and his men when the tunnel under 
the w’mU 1o the nlrshaft was completed 
atid. thcrefore,.f»H9l that I ought to know 
as much If not more than the man who 
gave out that statement. I never heard 
of jnich a msn as Capt. Gibson, to te|| 
the truth, and feel aailsnod ho was nut 
there,"

Recounts Circuntstances. 

Gen. Duke talked quite wllllngl.v 
about Che circumstances leading up to 
the daring escape of the great Confed¬ 
erate h'adcr from the Columbus prison. 
He did not consult any books to freshen 
his memory liut rei-ounted his tale and 
gave the correct dates In a manner that 
convinces one that ho was there and 
saw. 

He said that the scheme to lako 
French leave of the prison was perfect¬ 
ed by Thomas H Hines, who. after the 
war. became Judge of the Kentucky 
Court of .\ppeals. and U D. Hot'ken- 
amlth. the only survU'or of the noble 
band of six who craw*led through the 
dark little hole under the prison to 
liberty. Thea« two men were th»‘ prime 
movers In the plan to deliver the Con¬ 
federates. 

Gen. Duke says tha.t on the nlgiit of 
No\‘ember 23. 13C3. about nildtvight, 

Oen. Morgan ojid the five men who 
went with him positively crawled 
through the tunnel which fifty or sixty 
men had been working on for three 
weeks or more. He said that It was 
Impossible for himself to g»> with the 
party because ho was locked In a c«ll 
upstairs while Gen. Morgan’s cell was 
on the ground floor. When the six men 
departed there were no soldiers on 
guard In the corridors, and had nut 
been for three or four weeks 

"When we first entered the piiion," 
said Oen. Duke, "a guard waa pluc<M 
In the corridors, but after abo^it two 
weeks this guard was removed by or¬ 
ders from headquarters. For three 
weeks or more leading up to the eecape 
there positively were no soldiers watch¬ 
ing us In the corridors aiul therefore 1 
do not see how anyone could have 
bribed soldiers when there were none 
to bribe.'* 

• • • 

Tunnel Under Walls. 

Oen. Duke also said K Is quite plain 
to cver>'on« that the Cemfederates 
would never have worked the fieHlt off 
their very hands tunneling under the 
walla of the prison If they knew they 
were going to gain the freed<jm through 
a bribe. He said that would have been 
a waste of most valuable energy*. He 
aim) said that the very fact that Oen. 
Morgan left hla two brothers behind 
In prison by naming the men he took 
with lilm through the tunnel Is further 
proof that there was no bribe. 

"It was left to Oen. Morgan to select 
the men wiio were to accompany him 
to freedom.** said Oen. Duke. "He se¬ 
lected the five men who carrletl out 
the plans on the tunnel as a reward for 
their courage and de\'n^lon to him. If 
there had been any such thing as a 
bribe I am mire that Oen. Morgan 
w’ould have taken with him hla two 
brothers.**

The public is not Inlereste*! In the 
jealousies and bickerings of explorers, 
it 18 interested in tho truth of history 
and the facts of achievement. If has 
shown Its utter disgust w ith the egotis¬ 
tic and intolerant utterance* of th*in- 
niander Peary. It attaclies no great 
im)»ortance lo the Eskimo evidenoa that 
h»s been produced by Peary in his ef¬ 
fort to destroy Cook. The Mount .Mc¬ 
Kinley affair is a different pruposltlon, 
grid while the BarrIII charges ibrnhlless 
were Inspired by Peary's friends, they 
have l>een corrol>oraied to such extent 
as lo ca«t su.\piclon on Cook ihnoof 
that they are baseless will remove ul.

Give the East a Show 

According to lh»‘ Department of Ag¬ 
riculture exhausted farming lands ar*^ 
only temporarily exhausted. Under 
proper treatment they may be nrought 
l)ack lo their original productIvIty. 
There Is no such thing as soil Irre¬ 
vocably exhausted, although ero.^ion 
may be allowed lo progre*;* till there 
I* no soil IcfL 

Since the first white Americans plant, 
ed their crops in the clearings of the 
Atlantic seaboard the motcmciit lu new 
and b<jtter lands lias been uesiv\arU. 
Although there Is still a large area of 
virgin toil in Canada, to which many 
farmers from this side of the line are 
moving, the time must come when then* 
will be no new land to be brought un¬ 
der cultivation. The question that 
arises la how much room lor an in¬ 
creased population Is there In areas now 
cultivated by old-fasliloncd tneihods re¬ 
quiring a large acreage for a suiall liv¬ 
ing. and how much of the aiiandoiicd 
or unproductive farming land ea^t of 
the Appalachian Range may be renewed 
by proper treatment. The Agrlcul.urui 
Department Inclines lo Hie view that 
practically all Eastern lands that 
have become Impoverished by abui<e 
may be made as productive as they 
were at the beginning of white occupa¬ 
tion. 

The Baltimore American, commenting 
upon, the position taken by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, says; 

»• *The ogrioulturai output of the Atlantic 
coast Blaue con be quadrupled *uid uie 
popultUun thereby mure than doubled. 

**Naiuie supplies dffe^tly lu tht; EssU'rn 
farming lands the main element of plant 
life—water, it is not necessary on East¬ 
ern farms to dam nvem and constiuui 
costly Irrigation systems. And whenever 
the so-iwiled wurn-out soils are found 
they can be reduemeo and made richer 
than ever they wei'e. The opportunity 
for inteUigcut enterprise In farming Is 
to be found in the East and nut in the 
iVeSL*’ 

More properly. It might be said that 
it has not in the past been necessary to 
irrigate In the East. It will eventually 
become necessary If no suitable mens- 
urea are taken to protect the water¬ 
sheds from Which Uie streams of tht 
East are fed. In all of the older coun¬ 
tries where deforestation has followed 
density of population, and gov«.>riimenl* 
ai recklessness. It U necess^)^ lo irri¬ 
gate lands from distant streams where 
there Is a ptill remaining supply of wa¬ 
ter that iH^y he conveyed, or to depend 
upon wells'or artldciel lakes for water. 
It is only because of the newness of 
our country und our civilization that 
the value of preventing the depletion 
of the water 8iit>ply is so little under¬ 
stood by the public, that States are slow 
to create forest reserves, and the people 
slow to insist upon the enactment of 
Federal laws looking to the conserva¬ 
tion of the sources of rain and of the 
soil. The deforested and eroded moun. 
tains of Palrstlne, once a land "flolr. 
ing with milk and honey;** the and 
areas of the Indian peninsula* with 
shallow rivers that are fkHnIed at one 
season and dry at another, and with 
systems of wells from which farmers 
laborlousiy raise water wUh w»hlch lo 
trrigniV their Adds; numerous uninhab¬ 
itable arid areas In other parts of Asia 
which were once cultivable, show what 
results have been brought about by 
the unthrift qX nations in the East. 
There are presented In Europe lilus- 
trailons of the value oX a policy of 
thrifty coriserv*ation of timber and wa. 
ter supplies. 

$>p€akliig of the prospects of the Im¬ 
mediate future, it may be true enough 
that a great deal of agricultural laud 
in the East may be brought to high 
cfTIcieiicy by scieiitlflc treatment, hut 
looking further Into the future, a great 
deal ilepentls upon the contlnvarire of 
freedom from the necessity of Irriga¬ 
tion. 

At present all of the money that is 
being spent by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment Is being spent to make it poa.^l- 
ble for agriculture to develop in the 
West. Nothing is being done to injure 
the future of agriculture In the East. 
The young American who harken« to 
the call of the Eastern farm, rather 
than to the historic injunction. **Go 
West.*' casts his lot with a part 
of the country which the Government 
has left out of consideration wyhlle 
planting Its millions in irrigation and 
reclamation ^^chemes In the If 

the East deslr< s to Incmase its capacity 
for containing a larger population, and 
Its potintlftl w^'ftlth In agricultural re. 
sQiipr'’‘M, It become^ ncces*cary ^or I lie 
East t. bestir itself and see to it that 


It ! given consideration in Ihe con¬ 
servation piogrammo 
An expert In forestation and Irriga¬ 
tion recently reported to the Bereau of 
Agriculture his belief that It would 
a» lually be pofislhlc to create rain! In 
arid areas In the Southwest by creat¬ 
ing forests on mountains now treeless. 
Tnis doer, not seem unreasonable, Nor 
tbH-s It j»ceni wliolly Improbable that 
tht Govrmineni may gruvely enter 
upon such • a project to create land 
vafiies in a iu*’v tenuntb ivs part of the 
country, at eiuirmou^ expense, while 
allowing tho Appalachian Range to bo 
rccklesaly exploited for tlml»er and 
gradually reduced to a condition 'ap¬ 
proximating that of the now* barren 
inountnin* of the area referred to. For 
Uie accomplibhment of such a project 
—a worthy one. no doubt. If undertak¬ 
en at *he proper lime, but surely an 
unworthy Jnr while there are matlord 
more prc.«N)lng In inliablU'd sections of 
the United Stales—w'ouM bo paid for 
by the Atlantic State* well as by 
the AVei.t.

WMien Judke Arthur Pottr, of ths 
County Court, w hich wTm in session all 
day long yeWerday In the purgation of 
the regiwtratron proceedlngt, ruled that 
George Harrison, colored, who llv»et at 
the rear of 706 Fulton strsat, must 
prove he had a right to register, he held 
with the contention of the Damocrate 
lo the mutter.

Washington. Oct. 18.—Dsaih's in¬ 
vasion of the fast-thinning ranks of 
war veterans caused 48.313 name* to 
be dropped from the pension roll* of 
the t'nUed State* last year. Of this 
number. 32.881 were survivors of the 
tivU War The total losa to the pen¬ 
sion roll from all cause* was 51.581. 

In striking contrast to these figures 
comprised In the annual report of Ves- 
poidan Warner, Comml*sloner of Pen¬ 
sions, Is the statement that the Oov- 
ernmenl paid out In pensions In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1909. $181.- 
973,703. which (ho commissioner de¬ 
clares Is the largest amount ever dis¬ 
bursed for pensions In one year. 

Summarized, the report shows these 
facts: Number of pensioner* at the be¬ 
ginning of the year. 951,887; number of 
new pensioners added to the roll. 48.- 
088; pensioners on roll at close of ibe 
year, 948,194. a net decrease of 6.498. 
Survlv’ors of the Civil War on tho roll 
now* number 698.981. 

Commissioner Warner explains that 
the Increase In the amount paid out for 
pensions was due principally to the 
large number of pensioner* placed on 
the roll under the act of February 8. 
1907, granting 112. $16 and $20 to sur¬ 
vivors of th<- war with Mexico and the 
Civil War. on reaching the ages of 52. 
70 and 75. respectively 

The Increase Is also due In part to 
pensions granted under the second sec- 
ifon of the act of April 19. 1908, lo 

widows of persons who served in the 
Livll War. without regard to their 
pecunlarj* condition and to the Increase 
from $8 to $12 per month of the rate of 
pension of f*ertaln widows, tulnor chil¬ 
dren and helplet* minors. The pension* 
of 202.677 widow**, minor children and 
helples- minor*, who were already on 
the rolls, were I ncreased by this art.

Chicago, Oct. 18,—Fifteen thousand 
men and women praying for Chicago’s 
deliverance from Hs sins Invaded the 
Tenderlbln" district of the city to¬ 
night. led by Gypsy Smith, the evan¬ 
gelist. who is conducting a revival here 
at the Seventh Regiment armory. 

A monstrous chorus of sacred song 
drowned out the music of the saloans 
and the lights were dimmed by the 
glare of the brilliant Illumination which 
E>laxed the w‘ay of the Christian army. 

For two miles the prcicesslon »»f 
evangelists Into the district in the vi¬ 
cinity of 'Twekty-second and State 
streets extended on Its march to the 
goal where mass meetings w’ore held 
at midnight. Along the route from 
Thirty-fourth street and Wentworth 
avenue, where the parade was foniied. 
up State street to Twentieth street, 
thousands of curious people crowded 
the sidewalks. It was an orderly crowd, 
however, and the church men and wom¬ 
en were unmolested as they walked, 
praying and singing.

For 
more than an hour the parade con¬ 
tinued and then in two large audi¬ 
toriums. one a theater and the other a 
churefi, big crowds listened to an ear¬ 
nest appeal from Gypsy Smith and 
other preachers. 

Many preachars In Chicago hod pro. 
tested OMlnat the invasion, urging that 
It would do ho good. The men and 
women behind the movement declared, 
however, that daring as was their mis- 
slon. It was a mission which will arouse 
Chicago to the necessity of cleaning up 
Its underworld. Until midnight the 
public meetings were conducted and 
many men and wromen yielded to the 
entreaties of the exhorters to come for- 
w'ard and promise to lead better lives.

SIX PRACTICE FLIGHTS. 

Signal Corps GflUrera Permitted To 
Opeirate Aeroplane, 

College Park. Md., Oct. IS.—In six 
training flights at the Government avi¬ 
ation school, under the direction of 
Wilbur Wright, the army officer*. 
Lleuta Lahta and Humphrey, demon¬ 
strated their ability to handle the Gov¬ 
ernment’s 'aeroplane, pur.'hased from 
the Wrigm brothers during the past 
surmner by the Signal Corps. Each 
officer accompanied Mr. Wright on 
ihreo flights. 

Although the sk)' was overcast for 
most of the day and showers occasion¬ 
ally sprinkled the aviation field, the 
anemometer registered practically no 
wind. Before tho sun had risen in Jho 
east the aeroplane Va* rolled from Its 
shed, and Mr. Wright and Lieut. Hum¬ 
phrey made a flight of over eleven min¬ 
utes’ duration. The second flight, with 
Lieut Lahm in the pupil's seat, w’at 
the longest that has been made at the 
Signal Corps aerodrome, laatlfig eight¬ 
een minute* and thirty-seven se. onds. 
In both nights Mr. Wright permitted 
the Lieutenant to operate the machlno 
unaided.

Unless a great 
many more cattle are grown. America 
will find itself an importer of meaL"

Ekist Broadw’sy. Death due to 

paralysis resulting from a fall he sus¬ 
tained while flghtlng the tire which de¬ 
stroyed the old Metropolitan Theater 
on Third avenue, between Green and 
Walnut streets, about tw’enty-flve ye£i^ 
ago. Immediately following tho acci¬ 
dent he was confined to his t>ed for 
sevenU weeks. 

Four w’eeks ago he suffered the first 
stroke of paralysis and last Wednesday 
he was stricken for the second time. 
Since then he had been unconscious 
and remained in this condition up until 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Bache was born in Louisville

WaaUlngton. OcL IS.—The following 
statement waa Issued to-Uay by the 
State Department: 

“The leader of the revolutionary 
mo%'emcnt in Nicaragua, Juan J. ETs- 
tradn. has addressed the Secreiar>' of 
Stale, announcing thxl he if hedding 
the Atlantic Coast from Greytovvn 
Cape Gracias a Dios and Ims assnmod 
the provlflonal presidency of the re- 
pubiic. and asking recognition. He ha* 
also announoe<l his appointment of Dr. 
Sitivjtdore Ciisirlllo, Jr., as ag^mi to the 
Government of the United States and 
requested that this Government In turn 
accre^llt a diplomatic representative. 

“ii Is understood that the usage of 
the i.-’nlted SHtee Government for many 
years haf been to withhold communi¬ 
cation ivlth the rev'olutlonary parties In 
foreign countries unless they be In 
practical control of the machinery of 
(Jovernmrsit of Ihe State, administer¬ 
ing Its laws In orderly fashion with 
the acquiesceni-w of the oaople, and In 
a pOMition to fulfill responsibly all ob¬ 
ligations of tn-wty and International 
law toward foreign Powers. When that 
riwidllfon exists, de f-wto. recognition 
I* u.xually Accomplished by accrediting 
a diplomatic agent to the new Gov¬ 
ernment and recolvliig Us envoy. 

"Unless and until the ev^nt rails for 
the admiion of such a course the at¬ 
titude of the United States Governmenf 
Is necessarily that of a neutral apec- 
iBtor. except when Inttrests of Amer¬ 
ican rltlsens are menaced. In which 
case the ri'aldeot agents of the United 
States In tliat rountrx* or In case of 
need the naval commanders merely de¬ 
mand protection or r**dres.s from the 
loc.9l de facto power, whether the par¬ 
ticular locality 4‘onirolled by a titu¬ 
lar g'»vom:ncnl of the 04a:4» or by Its 
revoliitlonjiry opponent*.

Answers Gayuor^a Charge. 

In the rest of his s|>eech Hearst de¬ 
fended himself agninst the thrust bv 
«x-Judge Oaynor that he waa Indorsed 
by Tammany when he ran for Governor 
against Hughes. 

*’Grover Cleveland." lie said, ‘‘was a 
conftlst«'nt foe of Tammany Hall, yet he 
ran for Governor of the State on a 
Democratic ticket. I ran for Ckjvemor 
of Now Y<^k State ns much a foe of 
Tamttiany Hall as I had run for Mayor 
a foe of Tammany Hall the year be¬ 
fore.’* 

He declared that although nominated 
by the Dtmiocrais, he fought Charles P. 
Murphy throughout, and at no time 
surrenderwl to Tammany. 

"Why did not Judge Gaynor do as 
I did." he continued. "Why did net 
Gaynor denounce Murphy and McCor- 
ren He had plenty of lime to do U

Hearst's attack on Bannard to-night 
gives the fight a new angle, for hereto¬ 
fore. Lith hove maintained what might

that both are attempting lo defeat Tam¬ 
many. Bannard haa at all times re¬ 
frained from criticising Hearst. In his 
speeches to-nigtat the Republican tiornl- 
iKe said In part: 

"I am a candidate for Mayor, because 
a good many people ihink the city hall 
need.'^ a business man. I am a business 
man of ten years’ legal training and 
some knowledge of how city bonds 
should be sold. The issue is Taminany 
graft and waste."

In consideration of 4 seat In 
t’ongress offered by Tammany, he faced j 
yet another charge to-day. made by (’ol. 
William N. .■\mory, farmer s<*cretsry of 
the Third Avenue Railroad Company. 
Amor>* came out wRn an affidavit at-! 
tacking him as representing Thomas F. 
Ryan in blocking traction InvestIgaiIons 
In New Yi*rk , 

He declared that "Ivins waa paid, 
820.000 by the coniinisalon for shbdding* 
Ryan In the public service Investiga-. 
tlon." ; 

Referring to the Investigation b<*fore 
Ihe Public Service Commission in 1907. 
he continued; 

1 am convinced Mr. Ivins at that 
lime hud an understanding with Ryan 
or bis repretonlrttives for tlie deliberate 
suppression of th»‘ facia.’*

on reservation* by one Indian uiwn 
another. The validity of this legislation 
w'os sharply ohaMcnged. but th»* Supreme 
Court sustained It—on the grounds of ex¬ 
pediency—saying. among other things, 
that "the rower cf general Govern¬ 
ment over thrs»’ remnants of a rar^ once 
iirtwrrful. n*»p weak and dimlniahed Iq 
mtmbecs. Is ficcea^an’ to their protection 
Its well as to itic Mfetv to those among

and. helped along by the new' Uwis and 
polky of the Government the day may 
not be far dietant when the Indian, how¬ 
ever much he may Increase In number* 
wilt be Indletlngulshalde from the rest 
of the population. When that time comes 
Ire will be treated exactly like the oasinr- 
Hated FVenchman. German or Italian. Hi* 
will be counted at an American—a fate 
or a privilege from wliicli the best ef- 
forte of the anthropologists will not de¬ 
liver him. 


IXFE OF A tuXBEBJACK. 


(Pearson's Magsslna.) 

In the great Northw^t histor>' has 
been largely made by a man almost 
unknown aa yet to song and stor>'. the 
“man w'lth the ax." known in every¬ 
day parlance as the lumberjack. 

In the fall just before winter sets in 
the lumbermefi in tha business centers 
send out their tote teams, so called be¬ 
cause they are used to transfer the 
nocesflarioj of life to the scene of the 
wlnteFe work. 

Tboueands of men from the docks, 
the harvest fields—^from everywhere— 
follow these teams to the woods for 
the scraaon. From the moment they 
join until camp break* up In the spring 
there Is hard, unrelenting work. 

The airlctest discipline Is maintained; 
the men are up at 4 o’clock In the 
morning and work until dark, with the 
exoeptlon '»f the noontime stop for din¬ 
ner. Ligl'.t^ are out every night at 9 
o’clock. 

The cook, a very* Important person In 
the camp, with his assistants. Is first 
up In the morning, and one of the 
most noticeable things about modern 
i^^glng camps is the great cliange in 
tlie bill of fare. The noonday meol Is 
.usually prei>ared and carried^ out to 
wlteri* the men are working, to save 
time. The cook brings the dinner pip¬ 
ing hot. and the men eat It. sitting on 
the freshly felled logs, often with the 
thermometer registering 30 below lem. 

But It is at the evening meal when 
the day's work Is finished that the men 
are at fhHr best; there they talk and 
laugh and enjoy themselves. After the 
meal Is o'er the>* go to the bunkhouse 
and light their piper, sing songs and 
tell Btiorles. 

Tn even’ camp Is a general supply 
store where the men nuiy procure the 
necessaries of life. No liquor Is sold, 
as the nile against drinking la rigidly 
enforced. Often men. craving the stim¬ 
ulant to whfcti they are accustomed, 
drink patent medicines In place of the 
forbidden whisky. 

In the average camp nearly every 
nailonalKy Is represented. The fore¬ 
man will tell you that be likes the 
rts^h for bossea. the Germans. Swed«‘* 
and Finns for hard work, while he finds 
the men of the Southern nations, the 
French and ItaJlans. ton light and er¬ 
ratic for thq hea\T work, besides be¬ 
ing loo quarrelsome. Interfering with 
the discipline of camp life. 

Four-fifths of the men employed in 
lumber ramt>s are Intemperate, it Is 
said. The long-cnforred abstinence In 
the winter but aggravates their crav¬ 
ing for liquor, and tn the spring w’hen 
they are released from the discipline 
of camp life rhey hurry to the nearest 
town with their earnings. What hap¬ 
pens then Is often a very short story, 
sometimes a tragic one.

Keed 
calmly offered $l0(».0(i0 when Auctioneer 
William Easton asked for bids, and the 
enormous sum took the crow’d completely 
off their feet, and hefbre they recovered 
the horse was knockeil down on a single 
bid, There were men at the ringside thai 
day prepared to pay even $ 3 D.ox> more for 
the horse than Heed laid down for hlnu 
but they wtre seemingly thrown In a 
trance by the owner of Falr\if‘W, with 
hls record Arst bid for the great home. 
Reed Is ailll alB'S and spending hit clos¬ 
ing years around h!s old haunts in New 
Yewk and occasionally making a trip to 
Tentieseee.

Now H !• 
said liaggin la ready corrlb to Keene's 
terms, and It may be that tha latter wilt 
ooon wind up hla prearnt training opera¬ 
tions In Russia and next emburk for 
South America.

It was net foriJi In Itie second, third 
and fourth paragraph* that the city 
had slept on Its rights and had not 
taken steps to enforce the terms of the 
franchise during the period allowed un¬ 
der the statute of llmlutlon. Judge 
Montgomery held that such was not the 
cose and the ajlegatlons wen* not a 
bar to action looking toward having the 
water company furnish the people of 
the cUy with pure drltiklng water. The

When Cleves Keith was brought to 
the Jail It was found that was suffer¬ 
ing from a dangemti* cut In the leg. 
Ths wound had begun to fesiet. Keith 
said he had received the ctir when climb¬ 
ing through a window in escaping from 
tha card mom after the fight. He haa 
been attended by Dr. John W. Kremcr, 
of Nineteenth and Jrffersin streets. 

Yesterday afternoon. Thresher, having 
previously reco’.ered sufTIclently to be 
released from the city hospital, on bond, 
appeared at tho Fourth district station, 
asked for the return of his coat and 
prfcket pieces, w hich had been taken by 
th* police at the time of the fight As 
a sort of precaution before giving 
Thresher his goods, i^pr. Foster com¬ 
municated with Dr. Kremer and learned 
that neves Keith was suffering from 
blood poison ns a result of the ruL 
which, the doctor said, had been mode 
with a knife. It Is said that Kejth will 
probably die of the complication. On 
th# strength of thls,statement from the 
physician. Thresher was sent to Jail, on 
a charge of malicious cutting. He re¬ 
fused to make any statements concern¬ 
ing the original troiihl*

For $66,525. the old Xorvln Green 
manalon at ftecond and Broad w’a>*, 
which waa built at an orlglniU coat of 
over $100,000. waa knocketJ down by the 
rommiaaloner of the Circuit Court at 
the t^ourthoiiae door yesterday morning 
to idlthgow Smith. Bidding on the 
property, which Included the lot. nearly 
an acre, the manalon and the outbuild¬ 
ings. atarteii at $40,100. the first bid be¬ 
ing made h>* Thomas F. Bohannon. He 
stayed In a w'hlle. alternating bids 
of $100. $200 or $500 wiil\ .Mr, Smith 
and Mias Susie Green, daughter of the 
man who built th<* house. He raised the 
bid from $46,060 to $47,000 once, but 
left when $51,075 wss offered by Miss 
Green. The offerings Increased usually 
hy blda of $25 and $50 until the lop fig¬ 
ure WHS reached. Mlsa Green having 
stuck to the contest until Ihe last. 

Mr.'.Smith declined yesterday to give 
the Identity of the person for wh*>m hr 
made the purchsso.
